To Study Cotton's Ills 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—(#)—The plight of Dixie’s King Cotton 
may lead to a remaking of the agricultural map of the United States. 
Cotton is in trouble, trouble so deep that a congressional group 
tomorrow is beginning a series of meetings to see if some solution can 


be found. 

Some thoughtful agriculture 
leaders believe cottori has no fu- 
ture—at least no future that can 
compare with its past when it lit- 
erally ruled the fiber world. 


Competition from foreign cotton 
and from synthetic fibers pro- 
duced at home is threatening to 
shove the king from his throne. 

That prospect prompted a spe- 
cial House Agriculture Subcom- 
mittee, headed by Rep. Pace, Dem- 
ocrat, Georgia, and backed by 
cotton-state legislators in both the 
house and senate, to organize the 
fact-finding session beginning to- 
morrow. 

farmers, ginners, ware- 
housemen, crushers, merchants, 
bankers, railroad men and repre- 
sentatives of state and federal 
agencies are due to attend. Sev- 
eral foreign nations also have re- 
ceived State Department approval 
to send representatives to the ses- 
sions which may last a week. 


ALL COTTON INTERESTS 


“In other words,” Pace said; “we 
intend to assemble in one meeting 
every interest and every group 
which handles cotton or depends 
upon cotton for a livelihood, in the 
hope that as the result of such a 
meeting we can, through our 
united efforts, find a sound and 
sensible program for the future 
of cotton.” 

In addition to the postwar sur- 
plus of at least 12,000,000 bales 
which the United States is expect- 
ed to have, the price factor is com- 
plicating the situation. 

Basically, American cotton is 
priced too high to compete effec- 
tively with many of the domestic 
synthetics for the home market 
and with Brazilian and other for- 
eign cotton in markets of the 
world. 

Cotton prices are being held at 
such levels by government price 
policies designed to protect cotton 
growers’ income. These policies 
have been established at the in- 
sistence of a large segment of the 
cotton industry, particularly the 
growers.

EFFICIENT METHODS? 

Others believe cotton’s salvation 
rests with lower prices from more 
efficient production—that is, the 
introduction of large-scale mech- 
anization and the elimination of 
the one-mule farm. 

Mechanization would tend to 
shift the crop from the southeast- 
ern states and concentrate it in 
the Mississippi delta and in Texas 
and Oklahoma. 

Hence, farmers in the southeast 
would have to turn to other 
crops—probably food crops and 
livestock. The south does not 
produce all the food it neds. 
But a shift to food crops and 
livestock would tend to have re- 
percussions on midwestern farm- 
ing—repercussions which in time 
might force farmers there to seek 
new lines of production, 

Hence, it can be seen that the 
problems of King Cotton are na- 
tlonwide. 

FORCES DIVIDED 


The cotton forces are “divided 
and disorganized,” Pace said.

Hall Farmer Builds 
Soil With Grasses 


GAINESVILLE, Ga., Dec. 3.— 
When Arnold Tumlin returned 


from Texas in 1930 to take over 
the management ‘of a wornout cot- 
ton farm in Hall county which he 
had. inherited, he brought with 
him a dream of grass and clover 
covering the bare landscape. 

th the ‘aid of terraces and 
close growing plants, he set about 


to Bermuda grass. 

In 1936 he became a unit test 
demonstration farmer in co-opera- 
tion with the Georgia Agricultural 
Extension Service and the Tennes- 
see Valley Authority. Phosphate 
and line answered the question of 
how to grow grass, Tumlin found 
and with the help of the county 
he set .about rebuilding cotton 

land that had gullies 14 feet deep. 

By shoveling in the banks and 
applying necessary minerals, Tum- 
lin healed these scars and even 
after the extréme drought this sea- 
son and the grazing of 100 head 
of cattle, 50 goats and seven 
horses on this 100 acres, Tumlin 
still had grass shoe mouth deep 
over the entire. area.

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Callaway Plan Off to a Good Start 


' Generous helpings of crow were being 
served up over the weekend to those who 
‘hed scoffed at the possibility of Cason 
Callaway securing 700 Georgians willing 
to risk a thousand dollars each in an at- 
tempt to prove the physical—and fiscal 
feasibility of soil rehabilitation. 


It has been a bare four months since 
Mr. Callaway originally outlined his pro- 
posal before some 700 odd members of At- 
lanta’s civic clubs. The Callaway Plan, as 
it came to be called, envisaged the setting 
‘up of 100 corporations, each consisting of 
seven $1,000 shares, each share to be own- 
ed and voted by individual business and 
professional men. Each corporation was 
to purchase an average or sub-marginal 
farm of approximitely 100 acres, hire a 
manager with knowledge of progressive 
farming methods, and set out on a con- 
tinuing program of soil rebuilding. The 
idea is not only that 700 Georgia business 
and professional leaders will learn through 
practice the problems of the agriculture 
upon which our state’s zconomy is so large- 
ly built, but also that—by selling the re- 
habilitated farms at a profit in from three 
to five years—the economic advisability of 
soil conservation will be clearly demon- 
strated.

A Short Essay 
On the Poll Tax 


Let’s discuss, not argue, the poll tax. 
5 It begins to look as if that tax, as a pre- 
3 3 requisite to voting, is sli down hill fast. 
It may give up the ghost before federal legislation is enacted and 
court-tested to remove it. 

It is dying because there isn’t going to be anyone left to pay it, 
excepting a small group which will tire of carrying the load. 

Arkansas has already enacted a bill which permanently exempts 
her service men and women of year from paying a poll tax. 
With the old people long ago e pted, this leaves a restricted 
group which alone must pay the tax. 

Other poll tax states must follow the Arkansas lead. It doesn’t 
make sense that a man who has been off fighting for his country 
for two or three hard, bloody years, should come home to find 
that he must pay for the privilege of voting for some political 
candidate to represent him in office. 

It is safe to say that one of the first bills which will be intro 
duced in the Georgia legislature, which meets next month, will be a 
bill to exempt the men and women of Georgia who have served 
in this war from payment of a poll tax. 

Georgia already exempts her people over 60, and the state has 
thousands of such fine men and women. The state also exempts, 
between the ages of 18 and 21, her young voters. 

When the state’s service 1 tle exempted, only a few of us 
will be left to pay it. It will e, in effect, class legislation, 
The tax will occupy an even more untenable position than it now 
occupies and will be abandoned, as it properly should. 


Fear While it is a perfectly reasonable sort of statement to 

say that a person who isn’t willing to pay $2 a year for 
-the geo to vote isn’t much of a citizen, it is not a logical state- 
ment. 

It acts as a deterrent to voting because if a person fails to 
pay the tax it begins to accumulate fines and penalties and within 
a few years assumes a sum which is formidable to many persons. 
It can, in some states, cost as much as $30 to regain the right to 
vote. In Georgia it can cost almost $20. To a person making, 
as thousands were before the war, $20 or less per week, the po 
tax accumulation was a financial barrier against which no as- 
saults were made. These persons didn’t vote.. K 
Tha poll tax was laid on not entirely as an anti-Negro measure. 
The interests of many “interests” always have been served by 
having few persons go to the polls. It was easy to sell it on a 
prejudice basis. 

Now we know that it disfranchises, on the average, six white 
— for every Negro kept away from the polls by the tax. 

espite this fact there are those who raise the racial cry against 


removing it. 

The experiences of other southern states 
Southern States are of interest. North Carolina repealed 
the tax in 1920. Louisiana followed in 1934 and Florida in 1937. 

In 24 years North Carolina has moved far ahead of other south- 
ern states in popular participation in government and now can 
count a majority of its citizens at the polls on election days. 
Florida showed an increase in voting of 140 per cent once the 
tax was removed. This was in primaries. In genera! elections the 
increase was 48 cent. Louisiana’s increase was 44.5 per cent 
and that despite fhe requirement that every voter must sign 
poll book in the sheriff's office every year. 

North Carolina’s and Florida’s Negro population is 27 per 
cent. Louisiana's is 32 per cent. That is about the percentage 
of the average poll tax state. Negroes have not “taken over” 
either Louisiana, Florida or North Carolina. North Carolina has 
no white primary and Arkansas has abandoned, along with ex- 
empting all service men from poll tax, its white primary. The 
supreme court has cut the roots of that type primary which remains 
in only a few states. 

One of the south’s troubles, contributing to many frustrations, 
is fear. We have ample evidence, from old-line southern states, 
that the poll tax fear is without substance just as are many other 
fears. 

There are other portents in the sky. If the electoral college is 
abandoned, which it likely will not be, the Republican party will 
immediately set up aggressive party organizations in the south. If 
the electoral college plan is revised, as it very well may be so 
that each party receives a percentage of the electoral votes of each 
state based on its percentage of the popular vote, the Republicans 
also will be active. The Democratic party would have to fight for 
votes. They would not want a restrictive tax, which keeps five 
or six white persons aways from the polls to every Negro, under 
any such 2 This is another reason why the poll tax seems to 
be on its last legs. 

Hence this little essay is presented merely as a discussion for 
the Monday morning class.

We were a world at peace. Comparatively speaking. 

“Oh, yes, I know there were various minor league wars re- 
curring, most of the time. But they weren't much, they didn't 
affect our daily lives to speak of. Compared to nowadays, our 
world of the nineties was, truly, a quiet and peaceful place. 

: The statisticians say the average individual, in 
Longevity? those old days of half a century gone, didn’t live so 
jong. Surgery and medicine and preventive science have ad- 
vanced so much, we can live 10 or 15 years longer than our fore- 
bears. But I don’t know. The average longevity must have been 
lowered, taking the world as a whole, by the casualties of war and 
of wholesale slaughter of civilian populations we of today have 
witnessed. 


And to live in peace, even if for fewer years, has compen- 


sations, ' 

As far as my own experience and memory goes, we lived in a 
sort of complacent, contended world of assured security from war. 
The youth of my generation never imagined the possibility of war 
involving the civilized world. Such wars were, if we ever con- 
sidered the subject, past events, barbaric outbreaks which would 
never occur again—we were too sensible, too civilized for that sort 
of thing. 

We . a little puzzled over the fact that the Franco-Russian 
war of 1870 had been fought so short a time before, 
Civil War—as we called it—in the United States was likewise 
rather recent history. But that didn't alter the fact that we in 
England had long outgrown the childishness of war, except in dis- 
tant, outlandish places where uncivilized tribes had to be broken of 
such unpleasant habits as banditry and treacherous guerrilla conflict. 

But it couldn’t come to us. So unthinkable was such a thing, we 


didn’t think about it.

That faith clung with me, long after I had crossed the Atlantic 
and come to live on this side. It was something unthought out, but 
as basic as the function of breathing. 

Then came 1914. I think the day I read the news that Britain 
had declared war on Germany, after the Kaiser's troops had vio- 
lated Belgian soil, was the greatest shock of my life.

If that is our program, what 
have we done to achieve it, and 
what have other countries done? 


The Soviet Union is the only 
one of the Allied nations whose 
political effort since the beginning 
of the war has accompanied its 
military effort. Here the effort 
has been to put first things first: 


Win the war, and then deal with 


the political and psychological 
problems. The Soviets have shown 
more foresight. Sooner or later 
the war would be won and Ger- 
many would be occupied. Even- 
tually Germany would have to 
have a government of its own. 
This government should be one 
friendly to the Soviet Union. And 
therefore, from the beginning, the 
Soviets took measures to brin 
this about. 


This is not an isolated policy. 
The Soviets wanted a Paasikivi 
government in Finiand—and they 
have it. They wanted a friendly 
Polish government, and they have 
made great efforts to obtain it. 
They wanted a workers’ and peas- 
ants’ government in Rumania_and 
Bulgaria, and they have already 
partly achieved it. They backed 
Tito in Yugoslavia-—and they won. 


Their preparations for Germany 
are consistent with all this. They 
have behaved intelligently. 


Now actually, as far as Germany 
is concerned, their opportunities 
were less than our own. No great 
number of influential German 
exiles took refuge in the Soviet 
Union as they did in Britain and 
especially in the United States. 


Practically the only resource 
that the Soviets had were a few 
old Communist leaders and Ger- 
man prisoners of war. It is out 
of the latter that they have re- 
cruited a large anti-Nazi orgapiza- 
tion that might form the basis for 
@ new _regime in Germany. 


It is folly to assume that these 
prisoners were, at the outset, more 
pro-Russian than the hundreds of 
thousands of German prisoners of 
war, interned in the United States, 
are pro-American. All the early 
reports indicated that the Russians 
could not find anti; Nazis among 
the prisoners. But they went at 
the problem systematically. An 
excellent account of the whole 
— is given by Henry Cassidy 
n the current issue of the At- 
lantic Monthly”—together with an- 
other report by James H. Powers 
showing what is not done here. 

In this country we made a half- 
hearted attempt to isolate out- 
spoken anti-Nazis, whose numbers 
are few. The Soviets, with more 
intelligence, isolated from the 
mass the obviously leading Nazis. 
They did not, like ourselves, put 
their prison camps in charge of 
commandants who could not speak 
a word of German and had no 
political concerns. As bit by bit 
they combed out the more obvi- 
ous Nazis, who, there as here, had 
got themselves into positions of 
camp leadership, the attitude

Yesterday I saw something 
which gave me the scare of my 
life. It was a quadruple Bofors 
antiaircraft gun. I watched it for 
nearly 10 minutes while the guns 
wheeled, raised and lowered, find- 
ing the range of planes that were 
out of sight. above hypothetical 
‘clouds. There was no man within 
10 yards of the big quadruple gun, 
yet it went on functioning, deli- 
cately, skillfully, with a terrible 
precision, being operated by re- 
mote control upon calculations 
provided through the workings of 
radar. 

The gun was being put through 
final tests at the Navy ordnance 
plant at York, Pa., and much of 
its insides were uncovered so that 
vou could see the appalling in- 
tricacy of its machinery, very near- 
ly as complex as the insides of a 
human mechanism. There were 
boxes filled with intricate wires 
and small motors, all responding 
to the orders of a man who was 
nowhere near the gun. It was a 
beautiful thing, made of alloy 
steel and a dozen other metals, 
like a jewel, clean and shining. 
For one like myself, who is not 
mechanically minded, that shining 
machine was a thing of awe and 
wonder. 

Thinking about it, the awe and 
wonder changed presently into 
tear —for myself, for the nation, 
tor the whole world, because the 
machine ceased to be simply an 
intricate, almost living organism. 
It became a symbol of evil and 
wickedness. It was built not for 
creation or the benefit of man- 
kind but for destruction. It rep- 
resented something well over a 
hundred thousand dollars in money 
earned by the sweat of mankind, 
to destroy other machines which 
cost hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars of money earned by sweat 
and hardship. The plant in which 
it was built cost nine million dol- 
lars, possibly to be abandoned 
after the war. Behind and around 
it worked nearly four thousand 
men and women whose physical 
and mental effort had gone into 
its creation. On every side stood 
other machines costing from 
twenty thousand dollars each up- 
ward. Their task was to cut metal, 
to fit the parts of the monster into 
each other to make possible the 
uncanny action of those four 
muzzles twisting and turning, rais- 
ing and lowering, practicing to de- 
stroy and nullify what man earned, 
his peace and safety and tranquil- 
ity, his capacity to tend and nour- 
ish advances in civilization and 
eventually, perhaps to destroy the 
very opportunity and initiative and 
ingenuity which had given birth 
to this monster, 

And behind all this—the plant, 
the men and women working there, 
the blighting taxes, the machine 
itself—lay another picture equally 
appalling, that of mechanical in- 
dustry itself. At times it seems to 
me that we might well ask: “What 
has MAN wrought?” A world filled 
with social dissension, great cities 
where workers lead an existence 
which is scarcely any longer hu- 
man, immense dislocation of eco- 
nomic and social forces, a world 
in which spiritual values and civi- 
lization in its best sense have been 
thrust aside in favor of a materi- 
alist world in which automobiles, 
plumbing and Bofors guns are re- 
garded as measures of man's de- 
velopment. . 

It occurred to me that this 
shiny, intricate monument to de- 
struction bore a curious symbolic 
resemblance to a monstrosity of 
the Old Testament—the Tower of 
Babel, another structure raised in 
defiance of God and the natural 
law. The significance of that an- 
cient story eternally lies not in the 
fact that the workers were strick- 
en with a confusion of tongues but 
that they were so stricken be- 
cause, swollen with pride, they 
had set up man’s defiance of God 
and natural law. . 

That wickedly beautiful Bofors 
gun was as much a symbol of 
man’s destructive arrogance as the 
Tower, or of Ajax defying the 
lightning. If the human race can- 
not find a way out of war, it is 
doomed to be weakened and de- 
stroyed by the very instruments 
it has created. The bomber, the 
V-1 and the V-II, that Bofors gun 
—all these are merely hints of 
what is to come unless man mends 
his ways and subdues the very 
monster he has created. 

What is the answer? That we 
need abler mefi to conduct our 
political and economy affairs, men 
of the caliber, ingenuity and abil- 
ity of those who have created our 
terrible mechanical world with its 
destructive shift of values? Or is 
it the fault of the people who 
need greater understanding, less 
laziness, more intelligerice? Or is 
it that every “civilization” by 
some natural law contains within 
itself the seeds of its own destruc- 
tion and that we are already well 
along the ancient path of Egypt 
and China, Greece and Rome? 1 
do not profess to know. I only 
know that we are well along the 
way toward destruction of all 


those values of the spirit, which 


add up to civilization. The con- 
fusion of social tongues has de- 
scended upon us, dividing us as 
the men who attempted the Tower 
of Babel were divided, in utter fu- 
tility. The economic situation of 
a powerful nation like Great Brit- 
ain has been wrecked, possibly 
beyond repair. It would seem that 
the human race of our time is be- 
ing given its last chance and that 
it is up to mankind to find its 
way out. 

Watching that wonderful and 
terrible gun, I could only think, 
What a pity all that ingenuity, 
all that human effort, all that 
money could not have been spent 
on something built for the good 
of thé human race—on food, on 
education, on genetics, on fighting 
disease and starvation, on breed- 
ing better men rather than mak- 
ing them worse or destroying them

our present state setup. It is now 
clear that a complete constitu- 
tional revision will not be recom- 
mended, It is also clear that the 
commission will have failed unless 
it has the courage to recommend 
certain changes that are needed 
immediately. In his call to recon- 
vene, the Governor has named 
three basic changes that are neces- 
sary now: (1) Limited home rule; 
(2) a merit system for state em- 
ployes, and (3) constitutional 
prison board. 

In articles that are to follow, we 
shall explain why the League of 
Women Voters believes that there 
is serious and immediate need for 
these three changes. 

All members of the commission 
do not favor all three of these 
measures. But, whether they sup- 
port the Governor's progressive 
program or whether they oppose 
it, it is imperative that every 
member attend the final meetings 
of this important body. These 23 
citizens have accepted a heavy re- 
sponsibility, and the people of 
Georgia expect them to take a 
clear and open stand on what they 
believe to be best for our state. A 
great opportunity rests in their 
hands, and it is 2 5 expected 
of them to make the most of it. 
Upon a wisely revised constitution 
the future strength and progress 
of Georgia will depend.

Goes Along on a Leyte Relief Mission Flight 


(This is the first of two articles 
describing a flight with food and 
ammunition to relieve a GI outfit 
in the Philippines cut off by a 
Jap force. Royal Arch Gunnison 
was in the relief plane.) 


SOMEWHERE IN THE PHIL- 
IPPINES—(By Wireless)—A trip 
in a “Biscuit Bomber” is no tea 
party—at least, not this one. A 
GI outfit had been cut off for five 


‘| days inside the Jap lines and not 


only had their food run out, but 
they were rapidly firing away the 
last of their mortar and machine- 
gun ammunition. The Japs were 
moving up on them. Something 
had to be done—and done quickly. 


At the same time I was sitting 
on a box table that served as an 
office for a supply transport colo- 
nel at Lt. Gen. Walter Kreuger’s 
Sixth Army jungle headquarters 
when the phone buzzed. The story 
came in rapidly from field head- 
quarters.

“Hey, Joe!” the colonel yelled 
at a tall, lean captain who was 
striding through the sand across 
to a camouflaged bamboo hut.

And that’s how I happened to 
go on the first emergency supply 
drop made in the Philippines. Joe 
turned out to be Capt. Joe Turner, 
former Texas A. M. football 
star and rancher from Marfa, 
Texas. 


As we bumped up the winding, 
single-track road to the shoestring 
airstrip, Joe said, “There’s our 
ship,” and pointed out a grasshop- 
per-like C-47 with a big brown 
camouflaged Jap truck backed up 
to the wide-open side door. 


I glanced inside the C-47. Its 

broad board floor clear up to the 
pilot and radio cabin was covered 
with a double layer of three-foot 
long wooden crates wrapped with 
heavy rope. Each crate had a. 
chubby parachute case on top. 
This was the 5,500-pound load of 
ammunition and food that shortly 
would be reinforcing those GI’s 
dug in on a narrow ridge 50 miles 
across the island from us—if we 
could find the outfit and if we 
could get low enough to make the 
drop accurately and finally if the 
Nips didn’t plug us before we got 
all the stuff out the door. 
Capt. Turner pulled his long 
legs into the plane ahead of me 
just as the starboard engine 
coughed and roared out. The 
black-haired Texan turned: to his 
three drop sergeants. “How many 
bundles,” he asked: “Thirty-one, 
sir.“ “That means about eight 
runs over the target.” He shook 
his head and turned to me, “Still 
want to go along?” 

Above the roar of the engines I 
shouted, Let's go!”

“We usually make a free drop 
(no parachute) with food from 
about 100 feet,” Joe explained to 
me, “If the pilots are good they’ll 
almost stall the plane over the 
target and the stuff doesn’t get 
badly broken. We figure anywhere 
from eighty-five to ninety-five per 
cent recovery on our drops, and 
we dropped as much as 500,000 
pounds of ammo at Cape Glou- 
cester last Christmas time in six 
days.” 

They put the ‘chutes on the 
ammo and a was to drop it 
from 150 to 300 feet with or with- 
out a stall over the target.

After ambulances picked up the 
fallen, and policemen took cover 
behind lamp posts and pillars with 
guns at the ready, the angered 
crowds massed. once more, shout- 
ing “democracy.” 

They surged forward again. The 
police again opened fire, with less 
shooting this time. The demon- 
strators broke through in a strag-

On the average, 1 receive let- 
ters from 5 per cent of the news- 
paper’s total circulation each year.

This means that from a news- 
paper of 100,000 circulation, I re- 
ceive 5,000 letters from its read- 
ers per year. 

EDUCATION VIA PAPERS 

This personal consultation serv- 
ice by letter is much like an ex- 
tension university service, offered 
by your daily newspaper, for 
handle the same type of psycholog- 
ical problems that I encountered 
from my university students. 

Fortunately for me, about 90 per 
cent of your letters request my 
psychological rating scales or tests, 
or else express a desire for some 
of my medico-psychological bul- 
letins.

For 
the past decade, I havé answered 
these by use of the dictaphone 
and a staff of good stenographers. 

During 1944, for example, 
spent more than six months just 
sitting at the dictaphone, compos- 
ing individual answers to your 
letters.

Movie Stars; 


Some Too Thin 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 

The movie producer aims to 
lease the public whether or not 
t kills the star. He wants her thin 
enough to photograph beautifully 
streamlined—even if she has beri- 
beri! Just so she looks like the 
berries, it’s all right with him. 

To be truthful, when you see 
them in person, some of them are 
appallingly thin. And what’s more, 
they do not have as good figures 
as they seem to have on the 
screen. The average little girl 

reads about some glamorous star, 
five feet six, who weighs 112 
pounds and thinks she ought to 
weigh that little. For one thing, 
the two girls work on entirely dif- 
ferent schedules. Between pic 
tures, the star has time to recoup 
her energies. She can hide in the 
desert and soak up sun and rest. 
The average girl has to plug right 
along, from nine to five, day in 
and day out. If she tries to keep as 
thin as her movie favorite, she 
may have to take a forced rest. 

If girls, in the movies or out, 
would keep their weight up to 
their minimum normal, which is 
100 pounds for the first five feet 
of height and five pounds for each 
extra inch, and exercise to keep 
streamlined measurements they 
wouldn’t have to worry about 
their health or their figures. That 
minimum weight is for the girl 
with the slight frame. The girl 
with the average frame should al- 
low 105 pounds for five feet, the 
girl with stocky frame 110 pounds 
for five feet, and each is entitled 
to five pounds extra for each ex- 
tra inch of height. 

A girl who meets the weight 
standard should be able to have 
lovely measurements, with the 
help of exercise. The movie star’s 
waistline must be slim. It can with 
exercise, be nine inches smaller 
than the bust measurement. 

Position: Sit on the floor, legs 
stretched wide apart, knees 
straight, arms ups etched over- 
head without hunching your shoul- 
Gers but pulled slim through mid- 
ri 

Movement: Hold the stretch, 
twist sharply sideward, bend over 
and touch fingers to outstretched 
toes. Straighten up, pull slim 
through the middle and touch 
other toes. Continue, alternating 
sides, for 12 counts. Later in- 
crease. This exercise is too stren- 
uous for anyone with any back 
trouble. 

This is the kind of exercise that 
keeps the hips down to specifica- 
tions—one to two inches larger 
than the bust. 

Position: Lying on side on floor, 
one hand braced in front, legs 


‘stretched down. 


Movement: Swing top leg up in 
front and away up and out in 
back, Swing 12 courits, change 
sides and repeat.
